WHEREAS , to facilitate such development it is advisable that 
jurisdiction and control over said real estate be transferred from the Board 
of Public Works to the Redevelopment Commission. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That jurisdiction and control over the use, development 
and disposition of the following described real estate owned by the City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana, is hereby transferred from the Board of Public Works to 
the Redevelopment Commission: 

The tract of land, designated Tract Three of the West 

Central Neighborhood Development Program, being that 

site in the City bounded by Broadway, Wilt, Lavina, and 

Van Buren Streets, commonly known as the "Broadway Block". 

SECTION 2. That the purpose of such transfer is to enable the 
development of a neighborhood center and neighborhood commercial activities 
on such said site through the exercise by the Redevelopment Commission of its 
statutory powers, for the benefit of said West Central Area, as to which said 
commission shall proceed with due dispatch. 
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SECTION 3. That this Resolution shall be effective upon passage
